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DOVER JURY FAILS 
TO RENDER VERDICT 


The spring term of the Scott Coun­ 


ty Grand Jury returned seven indict­ 


ments against Obas. E. Dover, 
for 
false enrtnteis and other irregul art ties 
while cashier of the Citizens Bank of 
fcsikeston. 
One of the indictments containing 
two counits was called for trial 1 riday 
moi ning and both the State and de­ 
ft ndar»t announced they were ready. 
But a short time was required to 
select a jury, and not much more time 
was required to examine the few wit- 
hettsee put 
on 
the 
stand. 
For the 
State, G. B. Greer awl L. M. Stallcup 
were placed on the stand and told of 
books and accounts used in the bank­ 
ing business and identified the signa­ 
ture- of C. E. Dover signed to a draft 
sent to the First National Bank in St. 
Louis. 
Also, his signature 
on 
the 
diaft book which is kept as a record 
« f all drafts newt out by the bank and 
customers of the bank. The dralt was 
drawn for $15,351.10, and the entry 
on the draft register showed but $4,- 
210.61. 
No further testimony was in­ 
ti. rtiuced by the Stat«. 
Several char­ 
acter witnesses were introduced for 
Daver, after which the defendant was 
placed on the stand. 
No attempt was made by his attor­ 
neys to deny that the alleged entries 
under fire were made. 
Dover readily 
admitted that he wrote the draft for 
$15,351.10 and that he entered on th* 
diaft register only $4,210.61. 
He de- 
n.ed telling the officers of the bank 
of the incident. 
Dover was asked .if .the bank lost 
any money through its business with 
the 
Cook 
Grain 
Company, but the 
court refused to allow 
an 
answer. 
Nt .Lher would the court allow an an­ 
swer to the question “Did you take 
any mcney h<longing to the hank 
Dover denied that he intended de- 
flauding the bank and declared that 
the institution did not lost any money 
through his making the entry as he 
did. He told the jury that he used this 
manner of cover ng 
up 
cash 
items 
which had been lost through manipula­ 
to r s by the Cook Grain Company, and 
t hat it was a practice generally car- 
i ed on by other thanks. 
“Cook would buy gram from farm­ 
er* in the vicinity of Sikeston, and de­ 
posit a draft with the bill of lading 
e tached for the cars of grahn. 
He 
would honor the draft and deposit that 
money to his credit,” Dover declared. 
All questions asked Dover by his 
a t>rneys were to indicate that he had 
no daiire tin his mind to defraud the 
Lank, but to save the institution from 
Casing. 
In questioning the jurors be- 
i >re the start of the testimony, attor- 
ys for the defense were careful to 
r-k whether they would convict a man 
¿f .t was shown that he did not have 
an intent to defraud. 
Each juror said 
he would 
not 
convict unless it was 
proven there was a willful attempt to 
take money. 
The court in its limstruocionis to the 
iury declared that if the state had 
shown that Dover by making a false 
pntry *.n the draft ledge had dad .it for 
the purpose of d>i mi wishing, decreas­ 
ing or affecting the pecuniary obliga­ 
tions of the Citizens Bank, and with 
the intention 
of 
wilfully delivering 
such books to the state oommissionei 
of finance, then the jury should find 
the defendant guilty of third degree 
forgery, an offense which is punish­ 
able by a .term of from three to seven 
years in the state penitentiary. 
Another instruction explained that 
“fraudulent ¡intent” as used by the at­ 
torneys meant a condition of the mind, 
and that the jury was to he the sole 
judge of this condition. 
“If the jury 
finds this condition existed, then the 
defendant is to be found guilty, 
the 
instruction stated. 
Steve Barton, 
for 
the State, ad­ 
dressed the jury, followed by Judge 


Finch and Bob Ward for the defense. 
Churt then adjourned for supper after 
which the jury retired to form their 
verdict. 
At 9:00 p. m. no verdict had 
been reached and the jury was locked 
up for the night. Judge Kelly was on 
hand Saturday morning 
to 
receive 
their verdict, but at 11:40 they were 
called before the court and reported 
they could not agree 
and 
were dis­ 
missed. 
From members of the jury it was 
learned they stood 9 to 3 for convic­ 
tion. The second ballot was 8 to 4 for 
conviction and the final ballot 7 to 5 
for acquittal. 
The defendant will be 
called before the court on August 31, 
at which time he will stand trial on 
another of the indictments.

Having come to this conclusion they 
appointed a committee to make inves­ 
tigation as to what kind arwl size sys­ 
tem would be required to serve Siikes- 
ton best and w hat it would cost to con­ 
struct such a sewer system. This com­ 
mittee has* now bad the matter under 
xwisideration for some tiinve, have con­ 
sulted engineers as to our .needs and

first sewer district and how ift should 
Im* paid for. 
This committee wishes to report to 
the c itiz e n s of Sikeston that our pres- 
*nt s* wt r system is in very poor con- 
liitiion, and that it would require a con­ 
siderable outlay o f money to put it .n 
shape to continue to serve a s .e ffi­ 
ciently as it has heretofore been serv­ 
ing us. 
In other words it ils getting 
worse all the time, and may endanger 
the h ea lth of our people. 
The pres­ 
ent system as you all know only takes 
•are of what we call our flood waters, 
or rainfall and is a p*w>r excuse for 
that purpose. 
It was never intended 
hat our present system should serve 
our property in a sanitary way. 
The 
¿ewer system now proposed to be con­ 
struct* d will not only adequately care 
for our heaviest rainfall but will give 
us what is termed a SANITARY SYS­ 
TEM enabling us to do away with all 
our CESS IKJOI-S, SKPTft 
TANKS 
and OPEN CLOSETS. 
All this filth 
will be emptied directly into our sew- 
•rs and be carried off to a large DIS­ 
POSAL PLANT outside of tihc City 
limits, where this filth will be cared 
for without menacing the health of 
any one. 
The proposed sewer sys- 
.*•111, in the judgment of our engineer, 
will be ample to carry off all rain­ 
fall without fliH>ding the streets and 
basement* of the town. 
It is estim at­ 
ed that its carrying capacity will tie 
at least five times out present system 
when new. 
It will be dow'n 
in 
the 
ground of sufficient depth 
to 
offer 
drainage to any basement in Sikeston. 
The average depth l>eing about ten 
feet below the surface. 
The present 
sewer system would be utilized so far 
as.it will serve in draining our streets. 
It would be connected to and made a 
part of the new system. 
The cost of 
this proposed sewer system tin abuui 
$160.1)06.00, or about lVfc per square 
f**rt. on the property in the distinct. 
The sewer committee visited Cape 
Girardeau some weeks ago where they 
are sewering the west part of the city. 
NVe found that the coat for their sys­ 
tem is abo-ut île per square foot, oi 
double what ours ds estimated at. 
The City Council, realizing the nec­ 
essity of this iniprovmeemt 
at 
this 
ame, have proceeded with the work of 
organising the District. 
We have our 
attorney now preparing the proper 
steps for the Council .to take in this 
work. 
In order to get on expression 
irum the people on thlis proposed im­ 
provement (they have decided to pre­ 
sent it to you in the form of a peti­ 
tion asking the City Council to pro­ 
ceed wiüth this proposed improvement. 
If sufficient resident property own­ 
ers living within the proposed district 
sign this potitidn the council will i*ol 
,it mandatory that they carry this pro­ 


p o s e d improvement to completion. The 
payment for this im p ro v em en t will 
be met by sales of tax bills due in 1, 
2, 3, 4 aid 5 years with interest, with 
privilege of paying cash if you w*sh. 
The Council desires a free and open 
discussion of this improvement. Care­ 
fully consider this in all its phases.

“Everything 
peaches

Georgia,” says the well-known ditty, 
but we read that in Baldwin County, 
near Macon, everything is buH-weevils 
and the negroes are leaving that coun­ 
try at the rate of from fifty to a hun­ 
dred a week. 
Already one out of ev­ 
ery four tenant houses is vacant. As 


of what we are pleased to call ‘the 
conveniences,' but which are almost 
necessritttes.” 
General J. P. Jervey, city manager 
>f Portsmouth, Virginia, said recent­ 
ly, according to a press report. 
“The question of labor, after all, is 
an economic one, and 
negroes,

Guide this denunciation of urban liv­ 
ing conditions as wdle as rural: 
“It is a fact that the average color­ 
ed man hopes and strives to have his 
family live in a decent home in de­ 
cent surroundings. The want conven­ 
iences, such as electric lights, bath 
tubs, gas and other things conductive 
Science Monitor, phrases from which to satatary living. But it is sadly ad 
we have already quoted: 
“He receives a wage of only $1.25 
a day through middle Georgia. In the 
past the plantation owners have fu r­ 
nished him with a cabin .to live in; 
every week he got 
as 
rations three 
pounds and a half of bacon and a peck 
of meal; he also usually had a little 
vegetable patch, and could keep a cow. 
However, the bad crops of the past 
two years reduced the plantation own­ 
ers’ ability to finance such labor, and 
eliminated the ‘extras.’ ” 
A negro paper, the A tlanta Inde­ 
pendent, features a cartoon wuth the 
caption, “The boll-weavul and race la­ 
bor have killed the South’s chief mon­ 
ey-making product—cotton.” 
And if 
this means wretched living conditions 
for the negro, they were bad enough 
before, it would s«em, for the Colum­ 
bia (S. C.) Record says, 
“Consider the average tenant farm ­ 
e r’s house, and the hovel in which the 
hired laborer must live. 
In 
ninety- 
nine oases out of a hundred, both are 
ir.-?re shacks, often with nothing but 
shutters to the windows that are in­ 
nocent of panes, wiith absolutely none 


mltted, that with rents at top prices 
for shanties in these eknes, 't is en­ 
tirely out of the question for the av­ 
erage negTO family-head to ever, think 
of enjoying these conveniences at the 
prevailing 
wages 
in this 
section 
Rents are high tin the. North and West 
and so are wt&ges. 
Again, 
you get 
something for your rent there. 
Peo 
pie will pay the rent because they can 
live in comfort and decancy. Nobody 
objects to paying

iences commensurate with what they 
pay.

James S. Peters, president of the 
Georgia 
Bankers’ 
Association, in 
published report on the negro exodus 
declares, 
“Out figures substantiate in :t laige 
measure ¡the inquiry made under the 
supervision of Dr. Andrew M. Soule 
of the State College of Agriculture 
conducted 
under 
similar conditions 
He found that approximately 86,000 
negroes had left Georgia, while our 
inquiry discloses 77,500. 
The differ 
ence might be explained by the tend 
ency on the part of bankers to be more 
conservative an their estimate. 
The 
fact that more than one-.third Qf those 
have left within the past three months 
indicates th at the exodus is on the in 
crease. 
“It seems apparent th a t this wM 
continue so long as conditions remain 
as they are at present, and the Indus 
trial North 
and 
East 
offer higher 
wages and better 
living 
conditions 
Georgia’s 
loss 
of 
wealth from its 
farms .this year will amount to more 
than $27,000JXX). 
This will be a tre 
mendous loss in wealth to the mer 
chants, jobbers, railroads, and other 
business .interests of the State. 
“I believe that the negro had rather 
remain m the South. The South needs 
him. We are hus best friends and he 
is our best source of labor supply. The 
question of how to keep him tie large 
ly a local one. 
“First—Wages must, necessarily in 
crease to par with those of the North 
and East, wiitih proper allowances for 
the difference in the cost of living. It 
may be said that we can not pay the 
wages offered by industrial centers 
and if lit m true, then the emigration 
v^ill continue 
until 
the over supply 
either brings .down the wage level in 
the North and East, or the undersup 
ply here justifies an increase. 


\Second—living 
condition* in the 
negro section* of our town towns and 
olbie* must be improved by the author 


“Third—Our educational facilities 
must be increased. 
I believe that the 
Georgia Legislature should establish 
commission with suitable power and 
funds 
to 
establish, at a convenient 
point In the .State, a real industrinl 
school, 
where 
the 
negro boys ami 
girls can be trained at a minimum 
expense. 
“Reports reaching .here from South 
Carolina 
show 
that 
48,000 negroes 
have migrated from that State since 
November 1, 1922.“ 
The negro goes North because at 
this 
time 
unskilled 
labor is worth 
more than it is hi the iiouth, remarks 
the Atlanta Journal, continuing, 
“It is worth more in the North be­ 
cause there is a larger profit in the 
industries that employ (it than there 
is in any field of Southern labor at 
this time. 
In sort, he k governed by 
the same law that peopled the Amer­ 
ican colonies, for the greater 
part, 
and which today brings the immigrant 
to our gates. 
That he goes because 
his schools are not the best, or because 
he fears mob violence, or wants to sit 
on the white man’s front porch and 
be fanned, and risnT invited 
to, 
are 
hallacunations that have become part 
of the psychology of editorial sanc­ 
tums up North.” 
Various Southern States have pass­ 
ed laws to reatrain agent* from tem pi­ 
ng negro labor to emigrate. 
Such 
laws “will not stop the migration of 
the negros” says the Journal. 
Only higher wages wiM affect that. 
In tha meantime the South is not suf­ 
fering greatly. And wrhen the demand 
for -her products at remunerative pric­ 
es arrives, the law of life that moved 
the colored brother 
will 
bring him 
back—or somebody in his place.” 
Gently amused by such legislation, 
especially in Georgia, 
the Houston, 
(Texas) Post observes, 
“Records of the present session of 
the Georgia Legislature fail to dis­ 
close any effort as yet to repeal the 
law of gravitation, but Georgia states­ 
men are not idle. 
Other 
laws 
less 
fundamental are not escaping and the 
session Is yoang yet. 
“Georgia is bothered by the m igra­ 
tion of the negroes, so to put a stop 
to this practice of the negro looking 
for a better job somewhere else, one 
solon has introduced a bill making it 
a felony for any labor agent, licensed 
or unlicensed, to recruit labor in Geor­ 
gia for out-of-the-State employment. 
“In the face of the State’s need to 
retain its negro workers, neither the 
law of supply and demand, nor the lit­ 
tle m atter of the right of private con­ 
tract is to be allowed to stand, if this 
statesman has his way. 
The expan­ 
sion of industry shall not affect Geor­ 
gia. The influence o f the growing de­ 
mand for labor will be stopt at the 
Georgia line. 
The category of crime 
will be enlarged to encompass the of­ 
fense of offering a Georgia citizen a 
better job outside the State. 
The State, in case the bill were to 
become a law, would take up a form 
of peonage. 
Georgia would out-iso- 
late the isolation the Senate bitter­ 
enders would fasten on tihe 
United 
States. 
Yet the bill is not so ltdiculous, 
relatively speaking. Aren’t the legis­ 
latures and counts being called upon 
to remedy all ills, real and fancied? 
The Georgia proposal is in harmony 
with the splint of the times. It is on­ 
ly another manifestation of the mania 
for law. 
Georgia needs these negro 
laborers. 
Therefore, put the man in 
the penitentiary who would give them 
a job elsewhere. If that doesn’t stop 
them from leaving perhaps an injunc­ 
tion could be obtained. 
Singularly enough, nobody seems 
to have suggested the only plan that 
will really keep the negroes at home— 
wages and laving conditions to meet 
the competition 
of 
out-af-the-State 
employers. 
It is much easier to reg 
ulate such m atters by law.” 
However, the Post observes, in an 
editorial printed a few 
days 
later, 
that their experiences in the North 
may teach the negro to appreciate the 
South. We read: 
“That organization which is speak­ 
ing to Southern negroes 
flew 
funds 
with which to a&akst negroes in dis­ 
tress who have migrated to Northern 
centers is likely to set tile Southern 
negro to thinking. 
The returning ne 
gro emigrant, with his story of hard­ 
ship and disillusion, will doubtless do 
more to content th e 
negro 
in 
the 
South and keep him at home than all 
the laws Georgia and Alabama can 
pass to check .the movement.”—Liter­ 
ary Digest.
